The  program  was  cre- 
ated in  1983  h\j  the  faculty  to  (|ive  PC  stu^fents  a  broad  and  rich  cultural 
experience,  an  integral  ^art  of  a  liberal  arts  education.  PC  is  set  ^art  from 
other  schools  because  of  its  commitment  to  develofing  students'  minds  on 
multiple  levels  and  in  all  aspects. 

The  list  of  events  in  the  program,  nicknamed  CEPs,  spans  lec- 
tures, performances,  dance,  films,  and  art  exliikts.  Each  student  is  required 
to  attend  20  lectures  and  20  performances  before  receiving  tlieir  diploma. 
Cunently.  PC  oj^^ers  enough  opportunities  to  attend  a  majority/  of  the  re- 
quired 40  events  within  one  \jear.  This  year's  schedule  includes  shows  such 
as  lames  Burke,  The  Duhks.  The  Drakensl^erg  Boys'  Choir,  Vinegar 
Tom,  Lula  WasJiington  Dance  Theatre,  and  Guy  Davis. 

Almost  every  Tuesday  at  eleven  o'clock,  students  are  seen  filing 
into  the  auditorium  to  listen  to  a  variety  of  speakers  and  musicians.  Most 
PC  students  agree  that  the  programs  are  enjoyable  and  broaden  their 
horizons,  helping  them  to  assimilate  a  wide  range  of  opinions  and  have  a 
greater  appreciation  of  other  people's  beliefs.  With  such  a  wide  variety  of 
programs,  all  students  have  the  liberty  to  select  only  the  CEPs  they  would 
enjoy  attending  as  long  as  they  meet  the  10  programs  per  year  require- 
ment.

The  equestrian  club  members 
compete  inside  and  outside  of  the 
Intercollegiate  Horse  Show  Association. 

The\j  are  placed  into  divisions  based  on  their  previous  riding  experience,  and  take  part  in  the  walk- 
trot  division,  walk-trot-canter  division,  flat  class,  over  fences  class,  or  various  levels  of  advanced 
jumping.  There  are  multiple  classes  within  the  different  divisions,  which  can  have  up  to  twenty  riders, 
hnmediatelxj  after  the  flat  cksses,  the  riders  are  called  out  to  the  ring  to  line  up,  where  judges  then 
announce  their  rankings  from  first  to  seventh  place.  Riders  are  judged  on  equitation,  or  riding  ability 
rather  than  the  actual  horse  because  riders  draw  a  random  horse  upon  arrival  to  the  show.  Thexj  do 
not  have  the  chance  to  warm-up  the  horse,  so  judging  begins  from  the  moment  the\j  mount.  They  are 
also  judged  on  how  they  handle  the  horse,  the  horse's  response  to  the  rider,  and  their  position.

It  is  a  pla\j  that  specificall\)  addresses 

women's  issues,  the  liberation  of  the  oppressed,  and  the 

witch  hangings  ofiyhentur\)  Europe,  using  song,  dance, 

and  comedxj  to  enrich  the  theatrical  experience  of  the 

audience.  The  playwright,  Caryl  Churchill,  thoroughly 

explores  society's  violent  and  condemning  response  to 

witchcraft  in  the  1600s,  particularly  within  the  Furitan 

tradition.  Torture  devices,  prolonged  imprisonment,  and 

social  rejection  brought  deep  emotional  scars  to  the  men 

and  women  convicted  of  witchcraft.  In  the  17'''  century 

society  convicted  women  who  did  not  live  up  to  the 

established  social  norms  or  the  traditional  Furitan  ideals. 

Assistant  professor  of  theater  arts  bAiriam  Ragland 

klieves  there  is  always  an  ostracized  group  our  midst. 

Wliile  s^e  admits  that  herbal  healing  and  other  witch 

crimes  are  "no  big  deal"  by  today's  standards,  she  insists 

the  "battle  of  good  versus  evil  is  still  continuing."  She 

also  said  "Everyone  has  -  at  some  point  in  their  life  - 

felt  different.  We're  examining  this  struggle  on  stage."
